Coins of the Ancient World 

Some of the most significant and interesting coins ever minted were 
produced centuries ago by great ancient civilizations. These remarkable 
coins, when compared to other artifacts of the period, are often very 
modestly priced and yet, perhaps more than any other surviving ob¬ 
jects, accurately reflect the culture and customs of their makers. 

We greatly enjoy the coins of the ancient world because the 
fascinating stories associated with each coin encourages further study 
and research. Investigating a simple denarius can lead one to learn 
more about the rulers and their families, religions, mythology, and 
much more. 

For this first offering we have selected some of the coins we enjoy 
most because each is of great significance, yet very affordable. If you 
are intrigued by antiquities and excited about the prospect of holding 
in your hand a coin which was used centuries ago, then you will 
welcome the chance to add one or more of these coins to your 
collection. 

Since much of the enjoyment associated with ancient coins has to 
do with the history of each piece, we will include a short but infor¬ 
mative historical background with each coin you purchase. 


The Bronze Coins of Ancient Egypt 

These large and heavy bronze coins, shown actual size in the 
photograph, were struck in Egypt between 285 and 116 BC during 
the Ptolemaic Dynasty. Ptolemy I was one of Alexander the Great’s 
boyhood friends and later became a powerful general in the army. 

After Alexander’s death in 323 BC, Ptolemy increased his personal 
power and influence in the Egyptian portion of the kingdom and 
went on to strike coins in his own name. 

The obverse design, struck in low relief because of the thickness 
of the planchet, depicts the Greek god Zeus. The reverse shows a 
large eagle standing on a bundle of Zeus’s thunderbolts. The small 
indentation which often appears on the eagle’s breast is not a defect 
but rather a hole that was produced by a tiny raised spike in the die 
which was used to help the workman who hammered the coins to 
properly center the blank before striking. 

We offer these coins in two grades: Fine $59, and Very Fine $99. 
Because of their great age, all of these coins will exhibit various 
amounts of greenish to brown patina. 

Note: Ancient coins are graded according to standards which are based on the great 
antiquity of the coins and the methods used to manufacture them. Rather than at¬ 
tempt a detailed explanation of this system or try to convert it to the modern day 
numerical system we will simply state that you will be delighted with any of these 
coins, and they are guaranteed to please. 

Certainly a Very Fine grade is superior to a Fine, and an Extremely Fine grade will 
appear to be nearly Uncirculated, but regardless of which grade you choose, you will 
find the coin to be all that you expected. 



The Gold Solidus 


The gold solidus weighs about 4.5 grams and thus 72 pieces could 
be struck from a Roman pound of pure gold. The solidus, first struck 
by Constantine the Great, maintained its full weight and fineness 
(24 carat) for over 700 years, making it perhaps the world’s longest 
running undebased coinage. This coin was the staple currency of the 
Byzantine economy and its reputation as a valued coin in interna¬ 
tional trade was second to none. The word soldier is derived from 
the world solidus, which was the standard month’s pay for soldiers 
of the time. 

These coins struck in the Byzantine or Eastern Roman Empire were 
struck under crude conditions and often became slightly off center 
and somewhat weakly struck. The examples we offer were struck 
from 500 to 600 AD. We have available up to seven different types 
which feature different rulers and designs. Each coin which will grade 
VF/EF by ancient grading standards will be priced at just $295.

The Silver Drachmas of Rhodes 

These fascinating little coins, struck in the second century BC depict 
a beautiful facing portrait of the sun god, Helios, with an open rose 
on the reverse. The huge statue of Helios, over the great seaport 
and trading city of Rhodes was one of the seven wonders of the world. 

Each of the examples we offer will grade Extremely Fine with light 
encrustation due to having been buried for many hundreds of years, 
yet none of the beauty and high relief design will be impaired. 

The 2,000 year old Greek silver Drachmas are priced at just $245. 




Treasures of the Roman Empire 



These silver/copper alloy coins, known as antoninianus were struck 
by several different emperors between 253 and 295 AD. 

The obverse of each features the emperor and the emperor’s name 
and titles. The reverses depict a variety of Roman gods such as Jupiter, 
Apollo, Diana, Neptune, etc. 

Whether you enjoy coins for their beauty, history, romance, or 
antiquity, these ancient Roman antoninianuses are sure to please.

The Silver Staters of Pegasus 


These Corinthian staters, struck over 2,000 years ago, have as a 
central device the wondrous winged horse, Pegasus. The obverse 
depicts the lovely goddess Athena, who is wearing a Corinthian 
helmet and appears to be resting between battles. The Corinthian 
stater of Athena and Pegasus was one of the world’s most important 
trade coins and certainly also one of the most beautiful as well. 

Each of these coins will grade at least VF/EF by ancient standards 
and may have some minor foreign deposits acquired during its many 
years of having been buried, yet the beauty and clarity of the major 
designs will not be impaired.

Does this mean that Bowers and Merena Galleries pays special at¬ 
tention to the needs of certain customers? Do certain special customers 
get “inside” information about new purchases? 

The answer is an emphatic yes to both questions. We are very 
proud of the coins and services that we provide to a small group of 
“preferred customers” who are members of our Collection Portfolio 
Program. 

We learned long ago that it is not possible for us to maintain our 
high standards while at the same time attempting to handle all the 
potential business we could attract. We are just not interested in mass 
marketing common coins under the guise of “rarities” or bothering 
customers with hard sell tactics or telephone solicitations. Assembly 
lines may be fine for building cars but not coin collections. So we 
are perfectly content to take care of business as usual by doing the 
best possible job for a small group of clients that we properly serve. 

This in no way means that you’re “locked out” or relegated to 
the status of “occasional customer.” If you’re interested in Saint 
Gaudens double eagles and want to build a collection of “the na¬ 
tion’s most beautiful coin” then we are as anxious to help you as 
you are to get started. Each month we will send you one or more 
double eagles for your collection. To begin, all you need to do is 
send your first check to Tom Becker. He will make a selection for 
you and your program will be underway. How fast your collection 
progresses is up to you. You can buy more than one coin per month, 


or skip several months if you choose. You are never obligated to keep 
any coin which doesn’t meet with your approval and you can discon¬ 
tinue your program at any time. 

By following a plan of regular acquisitions, you will see your col¬ 
lection rapidly begin to take form. In only a years time you will have 
added many Saint Gaudens double eagles to your collection and each 
coin will be a significant and beautiful specimen. 

As I have told many clients during our telephone conversations, 
gold seems “cheap” at current price levels. When you factor in the 
rate of inflation and consider the prospects for higher taxes and the 
general erosion of wealth, the downside risk associated with buying 
gold appears to be minimal. Certainly no one can predict the future, 
even one day in advance, but everything indicates to me that now 
is the time to buy, plan to hold long term, and prosper. Right now, 
prices are very attractive.

Gaudens double eagles we offer coins in the following grades: 

Choice AU-55. These coins are fully lustrous with a minimum 
of bagmarks and abrasions. At first glance these coins may appear 
to be Uncirculated. Closer examination will show that they perhaps 
circulated for a short time and acquired light rubbing or wear. Our 
current selling price for many dates of Choice AU-55 coins is $695 
each. This means that if the price of gold and the market value of 
these coins remain the same, you can expect to acquire about 17 coins 
during the next year by contributing $1,000 per month to your 
program. 

Brilliant Uncirculated, MS-60. These coins will be fully lustrous 
with only minor bagmarks or abrasions, but they will show no 
evidence of having been in circulation.

In recent weeks I have spent a good share of my time buying - buying old-time 
collections, buying groups and sets, ’’cherry picking" bargains from other dealers, 
and, quite important, acquiring a group of coins from one of America’s leading 
universities.

THE MOXIE 
ENCYCLOPEDIA 

by Q. David Bowers

They prefer to let us do the work, and make 
the best choices possible. Such an arrangement also allows the collector to take advan¬ 
tage of special offers from the Rare Coin Review as alternates or additions to the coins 
they would regularly receive. Most of all, they enjoy the surprise of receiving some 
really exceptional coins that they never expected. And, the diversity of our choices 
serves to create and maintain their interest in numismatics. 

Because we try to work closely with each collector, regardless of the plan you choose, 
we are able to obtain very positive results. We will follow your instructions exactly, 
or use our best judgment.

If we review what we have selected to date, it is apparent that we are making good 
progress toward completing a gold type set, we have added both a significant coin 
from the colonial period as well as interesting and scarce 20th-century issues. The selection 
in April was particularly “neat” since these coins came from a hoard of original 
“Walker” rolls which we bought and then offered to certain customers. 


As you can see from this first group of selections, some of the coins chosen are 
valued at less than the $500 monthly contribution. In this case our customer was “sav¬ 
ing” for a more expensive purchase to come.

Temporarily suspending selections for any reason, like vacations, extended business 
trips etc., is never a problem. In this case we skipped the selection for August while 
our customer was on vacation.

In cases where the 
value of the coin is greater than your monthly amount, it is understood that the re¬ 
maining balance due will be paid out of your future monthly contributions. This allows 
us to make the best possible selections. Members of the Collection Portfolio Program 
will often receive coins that are worth more than the monthly amount they contribute. 
Just because you sign up for $250 per month, does not mean that you will always 
receive a coin valued at $250.

VRBS ROMA 



Perhaps more than any other Roman Emperor, Constantine the 
Great determined the course of western civilization. 

During his reign, Christianity, whose followers had been persecuted 
for more than 300 years, was made the state religion of the Roman 
Empire. Constantine reorganized the regions of the empire and in¬ 
stituted military and monetary reforms that would insure the sur¬ 
vival of the powerful state for more than 1,000 years to come. 

The most important decision he made, during this period of great 
change, was to move his capital from Rome to the ancient Greek 
city of Byzantine, which was renamed Constantinople in his honor. 

The two beautiful bronze follis denomination coins above com¬ 
memorate these two cities. 

The first coin honors the Eternal City: Rome. This seat of military 
might and culture had existed for more than 1,000 years by the time 
of Constantine. The obverse of the coin features VRBS ROMA, the 
helmeted goddess. The reverse design shows the legendary mother 
wolf nursing the twins Romulus and Remus, the founders of Rome. 


CONST ANTINOPOLI 



The stars above the wolf are the stars which Romulus and Remus 
became when they died. 

The second coin commemorates the newly established capital of 
Constantinople. The obverse shows the city goddess holding the scep¬ 
tre of emperorship. Her name, Constantinopoli, is around the por¬ 
trait. The reverse shows a Christian winged angel holding a spear. 

Both of these historically and numismatically important coins are 
offered in superb glossy brown, nearly Mint State condition. Con¬ 
sidering that these coins were struck between A.D. 330 and A.D. 
337, their state of preservation is truly remarkable.

Coins from the Time of Christ 


During the reign of Augustus Caesar, 31 B.C. to A.D.

The obverse shows the bust of Augustus, wearing the 
laurel wreath of a conqueror, surrounded by his name and 
titles. Augustus was the adopted son, actually a nephew, 
of Julius Caesar. The reverse of this coin, struck between 
2 B.C. andd A.D. 14, shows the grandsons of Augustus, 
Gaius and Lucius, with spears, shields, and religious im¬ 
plements. Both Gaius and Lucius died before Augustus, 
possibly at the hand of Livia, wife of Augustus, who 
preferred that her son, Tiberius, succeed his stepfather to 
the throne. 

Augustus created a highly organized government for 
the administration of his huge empire. One of the pro¬ 
grams is described in the Bible in the book of Luke. 

“In those days Caesar Augustus issued a decree that 
a census should be taken of the entire world and everyone 
went to his town to register. 

“So Joseph also went up from the town of Nazareth 
to Galilee to Judaea, to Bethlehem the town of David 
because he belonged to the house and line of David. He 
went there to register with Mary...” 
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The actual coin pictured above was “Coin of the 
Realm” at the time of Christ’s birth, and during his 
childhood. 

Certainly there is little need to say more about the 
significance of this artifact.

The Silver Staters of Pegasus 


These Corinthian staters, struck over 2,000 years ago, 
have as a central device the wondrous winged horse, 
Pegasus. The obverse depicts the lovely goddess Athena, 
who is wearing a Corinthian helmet and appears to be 
resting between battles. The Corinthian stater of Athena 
and Pegasus was one of the world’s most important trade 
coins and certainly also one of the most beautiful as well.

The Gold Solidus 



The gold solidus weighs about 4.5 grams, thus 72 pieces 
could be struck from a Roman pound of pure gold. The 
solidus, first struck by Constantine the Great, maintained 
its full weight and fineness (24 karat) for over 700 years, 
making it perhaps the world’s longest running undebased 
coinage. The coin was the staple currency of the Byzan¬ 
tine economy and its reputation as a valued coin in inter¬ 
national trade was second to none. The word soldier is 
derived from the word solidus, which was the standard 
month’s pay for soldiers of the time. 

These coins, struck in the Byzantine or Eastern Roman 
Empire, were struck under crude conditions and often 
became slightly off center and somewhat weakly struck. 
The examples we offer were struck from A.D. 500 to 600.

Numismatic Research for Fun and Profit! 


As it says on the first page of the 10th edition of High Profits from Rare Coin Invest¬ 
ment by Q. David Bowers: 

“SUCCESSFUL RARE COIN INVESTMENT REQUIRES KNOWLEDGE.” 

Some collectors like to catalogue and study die varieties. Others enjoy learning about 
the history of coins. Some spend a lifetime acquiring knowledge on very specialized 
subjects. I prefer, mainly because of my commercial involvement, to concern myself 
with statistics, mintage figures, prices, market surveys, relative rarity, and the like. 
All I need to do is gather up a few sheets of pricing information, a copy of the Guidebook 
of United States Coins, and an adding machine, and I can look forward to a delightful 
evening. 

As one of the primary buyers of coins for our inventory, I am expected to keep 
up with what is happening in the marketplace. I really need to know about current 
prices, and as my title of “Senior Numismatist” implies, I have the responsibility 
to seek out the very best values for my customers. So, as you can see, while I might 
be “playing around” there is a very practical side to these endeavors. 

Since I enjoy market analysis and paper calculations, I would encourage you to do 
the same. Take a close look at prices, spot trends, and come up with some predic¬ 
tions. When you’ve finished please give me a call; I’d like to know what you have 
found that I hadn’t noticed. 

To help you get started, here is an example of one type of pencil pushing and head 
scratching that I do. You are welcome to call my conclusions absurd if you wish, 
but I would hope that you would find them interesting as well. 

At the moment I am looking at the combined mintage figures of all Proof Indian 
cents struck from 1901 through 1909. Remember, these are the coins that are needed 


for top quality 20th-century type sets, so I am not dealing with some obscure issue. 
The calculator and I agree that fewer than 17,000 Proof pieces were struck. 

Next, I total the mintage of the business strikes for the Indian cents minted during 
the same year, and find that over 644 million coins were produced. That is a ratio 
of 380,000 business strikes for each Proof! This information would lead me to believe 
that a MS-60 example is far more common than a Proof-60 coin. If you would care 
to disagree with me on this point, I can tell you right now that you are wrong! While 
there are examples of relatively high mintage business strikes being scarcer than Pro¬ 
ofs, this is not one of them. 

In the last issue of the Rare Coin Review we offered nice MS-60 Indian cents for 
$49 each. We did not have a Proof-60 in stock. But, I would think that our selling 
price for a really attractive Proof-60 would be around $150. 

If you purchase a Proof Indian cent for three times the price of an Uncirculated 
one, are you getting a coin that is three times or more as rare? 

Let’s imagine that some sly promoter took a liking to the potential of the Indian 
cent market, and decided to buy up quantities in order to make a large profit. Which 
do you think he would choose, the Proofs or the business strikes? 

After I have finished this and any other analysis I care to make, I can put it to 
use when buying, discussing my conclusions with the other numismatists on our staff, 
or toss it in the waste basket. Whichever I decide to do, I have enjoyed the work 
for itself. I am bound to have learned something that I can use later on, and at the 
least, I have come up with a few more questions for a game of numismatic trivia. 

Numismatics is for me a job, but I never cease to enjoy it!

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Some words from Tom Becker: 


Like many collectors of my generation, I first began searching for “rare” coins 
in pocket change years ago—and plucked needed coins from rolls of cents that I regularly 
exchanged with cooperative bank tellers. The object was to fill, as quickly as possible, 
the empty holes in my “penny” board. To me, that simple cardboard album was coin 
collecting. For the price of a comic book I had purchased a coin holder that provided 
an understandable, challenging goal as well as a convenient place to store my coins. 
It is very likely that without such a holder my interest in collecting coins would never 
have begun in the first place! 

Times have changed, but the significance of having concise, understandable goals 
has not. In fact, setting one’s sights toward completing a particular project is even 
more important to the modern collector. Each coin has far more significance when 
it is part of a clearly defined collection. The acquisition of a needed issue or the search 
for the same leads to further study and enjoyment. Art, history, culture, and the peo¬ 
ple of the times all become a part of the endeavor to collect the coinage. 

With these thoughts in mind, I, together with Dave Bowers and Ray Merena, 


for it in the KW-1 holder does note that the design was produced from 1796 through 
1807. To reiterate, each design type appears in the holder covering the year in which 
it was first introduced. This is more meaningful than including the coin twice or put¬ 
ting it in the later holder. Thus, if you order holder KW-1 you will be able to display 
coins which first appeared during that span, with each holder identified as to type 
and the total time period in which the type was produced. 

By this method you can start your collection of United States coins by type designs 
by purchasing later holders in the series, and then as time and expense permit, go 
back to the earlier years. Thus, it may be your wish to start with holders KW-6 (new 
issues from 1901 through 1950) and KW-7 (new issue: from 1951 to the present date). 
Taken alone, this pair of holders will make an eye-catching display illustrating the 
different 20th-century motifs. Then, once these two holders near completion, reach 
back in time and order holder KW-5, which includes new designs from 1861 through 
1900. Then, you can go back even more distant in time. Year by year your collection 
will grow while at the same time it will be beautifully housed and displayed! As no 
grades or conditions are mentioned on the holders, you can add coins in whatever 
state of preservation you wish. As an example, for holder KW-7, new issues from 
1951 to date, it would be logical to include pieces in Uncirculated and Proof condi¬ 
tion.
